THE FOOCHOW MASSACRE. 
INDIGNATION MEETING IN THE 
“S@ITY HALL. 
. APATHY OF THE BRITAGHE GOVERNMENT 
. DENOUNOED, 


‘This afternoon, 4 mesting.of the com- 
munity of Hongkong was hold in the City 
Hall to expresa sorrow and indiguation at 
the recont massicry of missinnaries at 
Kuoheng, near \Foochow. The Theatre 
was cruwded, the upper circle being filled 
with ladies, Sir Fielding Olarko, Cbivf 
Sustics, occupied the chur; and amonget 
those on the platform were—Hon. C. P. 
Chater, Hon. A. MeConachio, Hon. J. J. 

: Boll Irving, Hoo. A, K, Travers, Hon. W. 
O, H. Hastings, tight Rey. Bishop Burdon, 
Rev, R. F, Cobbold, De Canttio, Dr J. C. 
Thomsun, Me J. J. Froncis, Q.C,, De W. 
Hartigaa, Me H. N. Mody, De . 0. Stod- 
man, Mr G. B. Dodwotl, Me R. M. Mehta, 
Mr.G. W. FY Playfair, &. 


Dr Cantlie—As convener of this meeting 
along with my collorguea, I have much 
pleasure in asking Sic Fielding Clarke to 
taks the chair (applause), 

on. E. R. Bulilion—I have much 
plessure in seconding. 

Sie Fielding Clarke (who was received 
with Joud applause) said—Ladiea and 
Gentlomon, I feel greatly honour.d at 
having been called to the chair .-of 
thia meating upon this melancholy oc- 
casion; and 1 very williagly do ao 
because although ‘I was not in the 
Colony when. this asd and terrible news 
reachod you, J know perfectly weil that it 
aronsed the deepest and the strongest 
emotion in the hearts of youali; and it ia 
obvisusly right and propor, although we 
may bo unanimous and aro uaanimous in 
our seutiments, that tho public voice of 

» Hongkong should be expressed in a public 
mMaoner in the way it cin bo ata meeting 
of tis sort (appliusa), Tha programme 
which I h veto aubmit to yeu is oururally 
and necessarily one of very limited charac- 
ter, . It is to express by your attendance 
here the suntimenta which all of us fool 
about this dreadful disaster, and in the 
forefront of the notice which you have re- 
esived you: will ses that naturally tho 
first thing that can occur to us is an 
expression of sympathy, tho deep and 
heartfelt sympathy which I know is folt 
by you all for the poor innocont victims 
of ‘this horrihlo treatment, the poor, 
innocent, helpless victims and their friends, 
families and fellow-workers; sotruw for 
those whe suffered, sympathy for those who 
are at the present momont in tho direat 
distresr. Lp may seem that thore ia small 
nead fur a meeting of this port, but if it 
extended no further tho expression of a 
comn unity like that of Hungkong of its 
aympatiy for those io distress is uf itself 
yaluable and full justification of this mevting 
having taken place ; and then ia the next 
place, following and accompanying that 
softer sense of surcow there is an expression 
of aatronger fevling, that of deep and stern 
indignativu—(applanee)—at the treatment 
of our fellow-nubjeets Tira country which 
boasts of ita civilisation and which is, 
politically speaking, on friondly torms 
with Great Britain. We know that Hong- 
kotg is, in iteelf, a small community, But 
in a‘tending here to-day and expressing the 
fevlings which I have mentioned you are 
joining in a universal shout which bas gone 
forth not only in these Eastern towns but 
from tho domocracy of England, a shout of 
indignation, and i€ the indignation of Hog- 
‘land bo arvused that fealing is not to be 
lightly reckoned with (loud and prolonged 
applause). Lndica ond gontlemea, I bave 
shortly in these fow words stated to you 
what is tho object and meaning of this 
moaling, ' It is not proposed to enter into 
3 formu discussion of other exceedingly in- 
teresting and moving subjects which must 
bo in all your minds, The nature of this 
moeting and the wey in which it haa been 
summoned would hardly admit of that, 
and, therefore, without detaining you and 
without montioning the horrible details 
which ace at! frestin your minds and which 
are too amply verified to admit of the 
slightest doubt, and which are too painful 
to admit of discussion ats public mevting, 
1 will content myself with calling upon Mr 
Jackson, in whose name stands tho firat re- 
‘solution. to bs proposed (applauaa), 

Me T. Jackson—Ladies and gentlemen, 
Tameure you will agree that in tha whale 
couree of the biatory of our Colony its in- 
babitsuts have never bean called together 
on auch a aad and melancholy. occasion as 
tho prespot,, J remember at tho time. of 
the Tieptsin massacre, this Qulouy was 
stirred to the very depths of sympathy for 
those poor people who auffsred, and a simi~ 
ler fecling now prevails throughout tho 

’ whole commanity, one aaiveraal outburst 
of deep sorrow for those ladies and- poor 
little obildren and the one man, Mr Stew- 

~ grt, wounded and-killod, -It seems difficult 
toconcaive how these wretches who mado 
the attack could have withheld their sym- 
pathy from the appesle fur meroy as thoy 
hacked and cut at thoso prot women and 
children. It is verp diffloult indeed to 
speak in measured terms of such things 
as this, aud we can only hope for 
brighter and better = daya—though 
at present nothing of the sort 
appears probable Chins ie drifting closer 
and closer to revolution, & rebellion against 
the Government, sud my own «pinion is 
that this is notan anti-missionary movement, 
not altogether aa anti-foreign movement, 
but a movement against the Government of 
the country, and that it is intended 10 
embroil the Chinese Govornmont in trouble 
with foreigners. But it ix a low and 
duspicable means adopted for attaining 
their ond, it is trus, and one which I hope 
China will be strong enough and willing 
enough to put down, In connection with 
these troubles, we have alwaya to deplore 
the anwillinguoss or inability of tho man- 

darins to pat down sivts, (Applause.) I 
hope Lord Salisbury, one of the most 
energetic and abie men wa have ever had 
in tho Government (applause), will take 
such steps os to render a repstition 
of these thinga improbable if not 
impossible, (Applause.) It seems difficult 
to know what can bo done. Jo tho midat 
of our indignation and sorrow and sym- 
pathy we must condosoend to think of hard 
facta. The Government of China is in o 
difficult. position; the strongest Govern~ 
mente of Europa have found it impossible 
to put dowi'secrot societies, and no doubt 
Chins must dnd: the,groatest diffloulty in 

. coping with this movement, I-hope tho 
foreign powers one aud ell will lend auch 
prossure and avon help as may be required 
to put down these societios, As the Chair- 

man has said, feeling!y and -ecornestly, 
everything: that’ could be mid in ex- 
preaaing sorrow for those who were kil- 
ed ond sympathy for- the wounded, 
I nasd not add anything. to. bis words, 
I will therefore simply sonclade. by mov- 

“yog the firat. rasoluioa—* That this maote 
fog. dosires to express its sorrow at the 
cruel murder of so many British: eut-jacts, 
and to pars:6 vote of sympathy and condos 
Innes. with tho velatives and friends of the 
deceased.’ ; Some of you may:have acon 
the latest tolegram recsived, but for tho 
bensit of. othere Iwill read its!

got the better of one ; they arealmost nncon- 
trollablo ond moderation of apeech is almoat 
impossible ; but I do novertheless adcoeste 
moderation if we ata to advise uur Govern, 
ment that the time has arrived for strong 
stops tv be taken, Most of you will have 
seen the raports which-hayo apposred in 
the public papers about thess bratal 
massacres, and Mr Jackaon has just read 
to yeu Reuler’a tolegram from Foo- 
chow which shows thxt the attack upon 
the inissionaries was an organised 
affair, that tho diatnrbeis are very nam- 
erous mnd well-armed and that tho Chi- 
nese Government is utterly incapable of 
contending with tho disturbance; and io 
addition to what Mr Jackson has read wa 
hive an ‘Express’ this morning ciroulated 
that there are further riota at Fatshan and 
that mute missionary stations have been 
attacked and property destroyed. I hope 
the mecting will unanimously approve of 
the resolution, and that ss a consequence 
of thia present meeting telegram will be 
sent to tho Home Government asking them 
to tako. prompt and decisive measure< 
(oud applause). Ido not wish to dwell an 
what should be done. ‘This is o matter that 
should: bo laf tu older ani wiser heads 
than nine, but I hope the Homo Govern. 
ment will now realise that the Chineao of- 
ficials arc pow. rless to act, and 1 am sorry to 
add J fvel they are disinclined to ack (loud 
applaute). [have now to second the reso- 
lution proposed by Mr Juc«son (applause). 

Tho Chairman—L:dies ond gentlomen, 
the ragvlution which you have heard read 
has been proposed und 1t has been seconded, 
It in altoguthee unnecessary that I should 
put it to you as m question of adoption by 
this mecting, | assume naturally and 
necessarily that by your presence here 
you adopt in the fullest acd most enthu- 
aisetic way the resolution as propused 
(loud .apztinse). Thorefore, ladies and 
gentlemen, I have tha honour to declare 
that it is unanimously passed ot this 
meatings ‘and if I may do su I sill take 
the opporiunity of respectially and sym- 
pathetically tendering it, on behalf of this 
meeting, to his Lordship Bishop Burdon, 
for conveyancy to those to whom it directly 
refers (»pplause). 

Bishop Burdon, who was recoived with 
applause, said—If it was difficult for Mr 

jackson and Mr Dudwell to speak calmly 
of this Lorrible outrage, it is intinitely 
moro difficult for me—many of the vic ima 
murdered were my personal friends, The 
attack came down as a thunderbolt apon 
these people. Thoy wore not ib tho slight. 
eat degree prepared for it. When I arrived 
in ‘Kuoheng Ixst Autumn the rumours of 
troubla were just beginning, the mutterings 
and threateuings were commoucing, but 
they all seamod to be directed solely sgainat 
the native Obriatians. 1 believe they cams 


ed already, called the Society of Vegata- 
tians, one of the many secret societies in 
China. They bevan by sending partiag of 
men to reap the fiolds of som» of the Chris- 
tana, who were of courss utterly helpless, 
They appealed to Mr Stowart, and Mr 
Stowart appealed to the Mugistrate, who 
pothaps iu mockery sont a couple of yamen 


from this Society which hes_bean mention- 


with some of these very missionaries ob A0- 
count of their muthods ; they conscientiously 
did disir best, There women, devoted 
themselves and their lives entirely to tho 
simple good of the poor women among 
whom they lived. {Loud spplause.) When 
the Chinese attacked thom, it was simply as 
foreigners, a5 poor weak helpless’ ones ! 
(Groans and hisees.} Weill, . what are 
wo to do? For that is the moat import- 
ant question, As Mr Dodwell said, 
it requires wiser heats than our, with o 
sense of international responsibility, 
to decide ; but we, who sro here ‘on tho 
spot, wa understand something of what 
China is, and it resta upon us to plsco be- 
forothe Government at Home our knowledge 
that we have acquired with regard to China. 
(Applause). It hus always seemed to me to 
be atrange, butit isa faot, that our Foreign 
Office has corresponded with the Chinese 
Government, with the so-called Chineso 
Foreign Office, though they have no con- 
ception what it means—na if tha Chinose 
Government wore civilised in-our scuse of 
word. (Loud applause and croans.) The 
Chineso Government has no manner of 
senso of its responsibility with reference to 
either its own people or peaceful foreignors 
resident in the country by Treaty rights. 
Our Government has regarded the Chinese 
Government nas having, by its making va- 
rious treaties, entered’ what we call and 
parlectly well undoratand while tha Chinese 
do not in the slightest understand, ‘the 
*Comity of Nations.’ They have never dona 
so. (Applause). Wo know only too well 
that. it ia o fulse view, and itis our dnty to 
put it before oar Governmont that they 
must in somo way ontirely alter thoir way 
of dealing withthe Chinese Government 
{Laud and prolenged cheers) Everything 
goes on well in Chinans long as the Chi- 
nese ate kept iu hand, but when they find 
foreigners who cannot defend themselves 
they at onca look for means of exterminat- 
ing them. Simo» 169 ', outrage has follow- 
ad outrage, and nothing han been done ; 
in the Yangtee valley, property has boon 
destroyed, lives taken, and yet nothing 
dene, In Szechuen only lately the riots 
continued for days, and although there 
were soldiers close by who could easily 
bare stopped the riotors, nothing at all 
was done; and now we have this phastly 
outrage almost at our own doors! It can 
only be parallelled by the Tientsin mas- 
sacre of 1870. And yet, this is oven 
worss thon that, bad ca that was, 
Tho murderers uf 1870 had at all events the 
appearanco of » motive, because they be- 
lieved that the aisters were in the habit of 
murdering children and taking out their 
eyes and sturing them in jare in the cellars 
underneath tho mission -promises. In 
Kucheng there wag uot tho shadow of an 
excuse ; they made nune ; a baad of men 
simply left the city, and camo out with 
banners flying sed srmed, with awords and 
tridents, and rushed upon these unarmed 
women and children and the one man there, 
Mr Stewart, and thon did not rost until they 
had kitted all but one ortwo! (Loud gross 
and hiases.) The question is what are we to 
dot What steps shill we urge upon 
our Government to take in reference to 
auch a thing? Zcan see no other way bur 
that. we should urgs them to look at China, 
not as they havo boon in the hnbit of im- 
agining it, but juat os it is (applause.) 
What thon shall wedot Shall wo be con- 
tent with a few heads of coolies and a 
douceur of cwht The Chinese bavo sottled 
sucht things in-that way before ; Gud forbid 


het wa sirculdallowit now! (Loud applause.) 
What shall wo do? Let us place these facts 
before Lord Salisbury io all plainness that 
he might underatand the sort of Guvern- 
ment with which he has to deal. Let him 
understund that the presené Gevon 
ment of China hes neither the moral 
nar the pbysicil power. to check 
those raids against foreigners, T know I am 


runners for the purpose of expostulating 
with the robbers. When thoy camo, na- 
(urally the robbers laughed at them and 
told them to.go back sud mind their own 
business. Afterwards Mc Stewart appraled 
again, but the magistrate asid he had no 
troops, and therefore ho was utterly power- 
lesa, And so thicga went on; how and what 
was dono from that time to this I cannot 
my, but I know that Mr Stewart felt so 
anzious with reference tu his povple that he 
with his whole family stayed on in that 
region for the purposa of protecting them 
(applause), with no. idea whatsoaver but 
that the whole opposition was directed 
against theae native Christians, I shoold 
think, but J am nat quite sure, Mr Stewart 
must have appealed to the British Consul 
at Foochow, when he fund that he could 
not got ‘any redress from tho. magistrate at 
Kuoheng, aud if.s0, there must havo been a, 
despatch sentin to the Vicersy, In any caso 
the Viceroy must have been perfectly cons 
soiousof what waa guing on, with ths system 
whiob ezista in Chins, constant supervision 
and constant knowledge of all events—it is 
utterly imposible that tho magistrate at 
Kucheng and the Viceroy at Foochow did 
not koow sll the time what was going on, 
(Applanso.) From the fact, however, that 
Mr Stewart stayed in Kucheng, with tho 
whole of his family, I concluded that he 
had no ides but that the native converts 
alons sere threatened and not the English 
vonwn and obildren. ‘Tho telegrams have 
toli as that there was no provocation what- 
enever} and from my own persunal exe 
perence I can declare thet this was the 
absulute truth, These people —the Zenana 
Sisters, highly educated Eoglish Obristian 
ludios—-worled quietly, kindly, and patient- 
ly in the country, and when I went 
through the district I met them by twos 


here on delicate ground and think it wise 
not to enter further; but in any case if the 
whole facts can ba rightly and preperly re= 
presonted and truth{uliy represouted, there 
ought to be some severs dealing with bigh 
offivials, and if necessary uccttpation for a 
longer or shorter time (toud and prolonged 
applause).

Compensatiun has 
sometimes been given to the sufferers, but has 
any effvotive punishment been impose] upon 
the Chinese Goveroment or demanded by 
aut own; or if demanded has notthat {de- 
mand bean a simple farce? It has. naver 
been put in force fapplause). The individual 
sufferers may be cvmpensated:-and their pro- 
perty teetored, but is that o proper amends 
to the Governmont whueo subjects have anf.

Censares have been 
bestowod upon officials and they have been 
removed fora day but promoted the very 
next, and our Government, satisfied with the 
removal of them, have never found ont 
that next doy they aro” rewarded 
by higher promotions, (Applause.) Aro 
we not entitled to ask ourselves to look 
round and sve if any other Guveroment but 
the English Government would have.tolerat- 
ed outrages such as those which have 
been committed in China and demacded 60 
little from the Chinese Government? (Ap- 
plange,) 1 put it to you that the English 
Government have neglected their duty 
in regard to the protection of these 
subjects in Chinv. They have not takea 
effective ienaures to protect their repre: 
sentatives in the interior of China; and 
they havo rights to be in the intertor of 
Chiva under the treaties, and the missiona- 
ries who were murdered the other day at 
Kuoheng hed just'as much tight to raside 
in the interior of China as we have to reside 
here, or as auy traveller who passes through 
the ovuntry. . Their occup.ton hae nothing 
to du wth the question. They were 
British subjects; aud it is not a questing of 
what thoy were or how they gut there, or 
how they wsre conducting themselves. If 
they were misoouduoting themselycs—and L 
am perfeotly certain they wore uot—there is 
provided by treaty a means by which they 
might hava been puoiehed ; but they were 
murdered in ould blood—wurderel by a 
ornel, heartless mob, and the only redress 
demanded by our Goverament is - that 
ons of our Consuls should boe-..sent 
to conduct an enquiry on the site af:the 
massacre, ent that he should ba esdarted to 
thr placa by Cumese armed tevope!: (Hisses.)

THE KUCHENG MASSACRE. 
STATEMENTS BY THE SUAVIVORS. 


We are indebted to our morning contem- 

porary for the following special tolegram:— 
Fooonow, 7th Auguat, 3 a.m. 

Ths statement of the Rev. H. S, Phillips, 

of the Church of Englund Mission, is as 


follows :—I wasliving ina native house five 
minutes’ wall fom the Stewarts, Av half. 
past six on’ Thursday morning I heard 
shouting in that direction and sot out to 
aco what waa the matter, I met a native 
who said the vegotarians hed come, I wont 
earafally forward and saw forty or fifty 
men carrying plunder from the howse. Tho 
leador carried-a red flag, I saw no Euro- 
peans and thought they had got off. At 


to the Chief Justice for having misunder- 
stood what he was saying to mo (laughter). 
I beg to proposo thia reaolution ‘That 
thie meeting desires to express its horror aud 
indigaatiun at the crime committed at Ku- 
cheng ; its anger and indignation at the cri- 
ruical connivance of (he Chinese Goverament 
and its ufiicerain this and other recentattacks 
ou inissionarien and missionary property ; 
and our disgust ot the apathy and indif- 
ference of our own Goverument (applause) 
nd ite failura to reongnise the gravity of 
tha situation, and to take adequate measures 
for the proteation of ite subjects, and for 
the punichment of their murderers.’ (Loud 
gad prolonged applause). 


Hon, A. McConachio eaid—Mer Chair- 
man, Ladiisand Gentlemao—Mr Francis 
has so ably end fully expressed onr great 
horror and indiguativn atthe brutal, cold- 
blooded murdor of our inoffensive country- 
mon and country women, that little remains 
for any ono coming after him tosay, Iam 
sure the indigaation of all present bere to- 
day, when first they heard of this terrible 
massacre, ross to builing point, FE know 
mine did. Ido not, of course, know what 
ateps our Government may take in this 
dreadfol matter, bat I hope they will be 
such as shall prove a lesson to the Chinese 
in future and make it quite clear to them 
that the lives of British subjocts cannot be 
atoned for by money. With. thess few 
remarks I: beg to second the resolution 
proposed by Mr Francis. (Applause.) 


Mc Master—May I be permitted to aug- 
gest an amendment in the nature of an ad- 
dition to the Inat resolution? Thera has 
boon a good deal arid about the outrages 
and a3 to the insufiiciency of the compen- 
sation. I believe that the compensation 
hitherto has bean considsred to ba 
sufficient if dealt.outi1 money. Now, I 
think that it ehould be added to this reso- 
Intion that this meeting is of opinion that 
money compensation is wholly inadequate.

own resolutivon (upplause). I hava now 
formally to read to you the r.sulu- 
tion moved by Me Francis and second- 
ed by Mr M.Oonachie ; which although it is, 
as I ventured to euggest, now to my ia point 
of form is not to point of substance 
(applause).

It is absolutely necessary for them to take 
strong measures to prevent the recurrence 
of such outrages in the future. Under no 
ciroumstances should they bo sstiafied with

THE WANT OF PUBLIC SPIRIT IN 
HONGKONG. 
To the Editor of the ‘Cua Maun,’ 
Hongkong, Auguat 8, 

S1z,—Tho thanks of the Community ara 
undoubtedly duo to the threo gentlemen who 
stepped forward and called the Indignation 
Meoting held a: tho City Hall this morning; 
but surely, Sir, it is not the province of 
private individuals to start anything of this 
sort. Tomy mind the meoting should have 
been called by the Unofficial Members of 
the Legislative Oouncil, Thoy aro nata- 
rally the leaders of this Community and it 
waa their duty to have taken the nocessary 
steps, Once more have they shewn them- 
aolvea quite out of touch and sympathy with 
those they ara supposed to represent, 

Tho Hongkony Branch of the China As 
sociation, if it had any of tho ‘go’ of the 
other branches, mighty failing the Unofficial 
Members, have taken the matter in band, 
but in its present moribund state it ia prace. 
tically useless, Given somo new blood 
and a Committeo not salected from the 
twelve or fourteoa names that tuen up s0 
regularly on all Committees and Boards of 


the case. 

Miss Hortford’s statement :—On tho 1st 
August at 7.80 a.m., I heard shouts and 
yells, the scrvants calling ‘Got up, tho 
vegetarians are coming, tearing down the 
English houses.’ The teacher told me to 
run. I dressed and rushed to the door. 
Thera I mot a man with a trident. He 
yollod ‘Hors is a foreign woman,’ and atruck 
atme. 1 Ewisted on one side and the blew 

szod my.fico. Twasthrown down and 

enten with the handle, A servant wrench- 
ed the spent feom him, which allowed me 
to run, I jumped the embankment and 
the servant helped me up the hill, After 
resting twice we reached a quict spot, 
where we lay hid. The houses were burn- 
ing nod the murderers yelling, After a 
while there was quiet and the servant went 
to investigate. He returned in half-an- 
hour and told mete coma home, that five 
lndics were killed and wounded at my house, 
but that the native house bad aot been 
troubled. I went home and found diss 
Codrington with her head cut and badly 
berten, threacbildren badly wounded, and 
two others not dangerously wounded. Mr 
Phillipe native house es:a ped. Arrived in 
time tosee the bodies and hear the vego- 
tariang say they bad killed sil tte forsign- 
ers. Ooffins wera made and the burned 
bones put in bozes, 

Dr, Gregory's statement :—At 12.90 p.m, 
on the lat Auguat a native Obristian rushed 
into my study in Kucheng -city saying that 
several ladies at Huasang had beso killed 
and two houses burnt, Soon afterwards 
this wa firmed by a note from Mr 
Phillips stating that five ladies were dead, 
the Stewarts missing, and four seriously 
wounded, and that he hoped I would come, 
T, went to the Yamen, where [ found # 
cruwd of several hundreds, Tho Magis- 
trate avid he would go with sixty eoldiers. 
We left Ku :heng aod arrived at Huasang 
at 8 pin. Found nino adulte murdered 
and all the others, eight in number, 
injured; except Mr Phillips. I set to work 
to dreax the wounds, Miss Oodrington had 
s sword ous coven inobes in length extend- 
ing from the right corner of the mouth_to. 
the ocok, acot on the crown penetrating 
the cuter skull three inches, a cut on tho 
nose and right cheek of five inches, a cut 
of three indbes:an the right side of the 
neck, astab on the right thigh, ond several 
bruises. Miss Hartford had a slight cut on 
the right eat and cheek aud was covered 
with brnises; her nervous eyatem worst. 
Mildred Stewart, twelve years of ‘age, had 
her right kee cut through and two stabs 
on the left leg and foot. Kathleon (elovev) 
waa slightly etabbed and brnised on the 
«face and legs, Horbert (siz) had a deop 
out on the aide of the ueck four inches 
in longth, the crown chipped, aad a four 
inch cut on tho back of the head exposing 
the brain, onother on tho left side of two 
inobes,. and atabs in the oheat and back, 
Ha died thirty honrs lator. Evan (three) 
had o stab on tho loft side and waa bruisod. 
Tho baby, thirteen months old, was 
stabbed in the forehead; entering the 
cranial cavity; wound probably fatal. 
. The story of the children’ :—On tho Int 
Auguat, Herbert's birthday, the throe eldest 
went early to the hills to gather flowers, 
Hearing horns and drums they ran to ese 
the procession, as they suppose it to be, 
and met the crowd. Que man seized Kathe 
leeu by the hair and beat her. The others 
ran away screaming, Kathloen got away 
andrau homes, Saw her father exter her 
mothor's room. This was the last seen of 
either of them. aethleen hid under tho 
bed. Mildred, unnble to do ao, lay upoo 
the bed, aud was attacked and wounded in 
tha kneo. Kathloon waa not discovered,
